head down while firing the rifle will find 
himself looking through a portion of his 
lens which is less than perfectly cor- 
rected. 

Prior to his untimely death in February 
of this year, Dr. Minder had experimented 
with a number of the see-through tele- 
scope mounting rings. These, he found, 
allowed him to assume a more head-erect 
position at the bench with the dual benefit 
of better vision and added clearance for 
the hearing protectors.

Well, there is an outfit “Uncle Mike’s”’ 
or ‘‘Michael’s of Oregon Co.” that makes 
scope covers that are easy to use and are 
available for almost any scope you might 
own. They are a non-warping, neoprene 
rubber disc type, attached to each other 
by a heavy rubber band. They are made 
for hunting and target scopes both. 

Mike makes them and sells them at 
various outlets. Three dealers in my town 
stock them. They are nicely packaged 
and the scopes they fit are listed on the 
package. The only scope | know of at 
present that they don’t list is the new 
Lyman 35x, and Lyman sells this with 
metal scope covers anyway, so this 
doesn’t make for a problem. 

You can solve the lack of scope cover 
problems — look for ‘‘Uncle Mike’s’’ 
display and find the answer.

Trigger Pin Jig 


| enjoy reading how-to articles in 
Precision Shooting. The magazine has 
really improved. | took particular interest 
in the article in May about the trigger pin 
jig. Enclosed is a picture of my jig; it might 
prove useful to those of us who don’t 
have access to a milling machine. As you 
can see from the picture, this jig replaces 
the scope. It can be made in a couple of 
hours from scrap material. The only 
critical dimensions are the trigger pin 
guide holes themselves. 

The main tube is a piece of one inch 
aluminum, make it about a foot long if you 
plan on doing any big guns with long 
scopes. If it has a Unertal, you will need 
a set of 3200 rings. For all other guns ten 
inches is fine. Drill a 3/8” hole thru the 
tube about 3/4” from one end. Drill and

tap a 5/16” see hole in the end of the shaft 
to act as a lock. The tube is done. 

For the guide bar, | used a piece of 3/8” 
cold rolled 7” long, bend the bar in the 
center to 90°. This bend is important, 
make it as accurate as possible, use a 
square. The bar is done. See, | told you 
this was simple. 

For the guide block, | used a piece of 
3/4” keystock. Make the block 2 1/4” 
long. Drill a 3/8” hole in the center of one 
side of the block. Flop the block 90° and 
drill a hole for a 1/4-20 set screw. 

Now lay out the trigger pin holes. If you 
drilled the 1/4-20 set screw hole on center 
you already have a line scribed. Drill a 
1/8” hole thru the block about 1/4” from 
one end. Place the trigger over the hole 
and stick a piece of 1/8” drill rod through

the trigger to hold it in place. | used the 
trigger as a guide to drill the second hole; 
just get the hole started; remove the 
trigger and finish drilling the hole. 

As you can see, various materials can 
be substituted with equal results. You will 
also need two pieces of 1/8” drill rod 
about 4” long to line up the jig. To use, 
simply mount the jig in the scope rings 
and clamp lightly. With both lock screws 
loose, fiddle with the thing until you can 
slide the two 1/8” drill rods through the 
guide block and into the trigger pin holes 
in the action. 

Now, tighten the scope mount screws 
and the two jig lock screws. Keep 
checking the two drill rods so they don’t 
bind up while you’re doing this. Don’t 
forget to leave enough room between the 
guide block and the action for the stock. 
After you drill the two holes, remove the 
jig and drill through to the other side or 
you can reverse the jig and use it to drill 
the other side. 

This jig is not limited to trigger pin- 
holes. By fabricating other guide rods and 
blocks, you can use it to locate holes for 
action screws, too. If you don’t like it after 
you make it, you can always use it to !ap 
your scope rings.

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A METAL TREATMENT FOR GUN BARRELS 


As an active benchrest shooter, two 
things seem important: a) increasing 
accuracy, and b) getting a longer life out 
of a good barrel. 

About three years ago, | ran across a 
metal treatment process that was used to 
prolong the life of cutting tools. It is called 
Pyro-Dux, and was developed at Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee. The process did not 
change the dimensions of the tool. It did 
result in lower operating temperatures, 
increased tool life of two or three times, 
and regrinds had the same benefits. 

The process was soon used by several 
major textile manufacturers with ring 
spinning travelers. These are small metal 
clips that run on a steel ring at speeds up 
to 7,000 or 8,000 rpm. Life of this item 
was increased from four or five days to 
10 and up to 15 days. 

About two years ago, | had a sport- 
erized Mauzer 98 (30-06) barreled action 
treated. It came back with the bluing 
gone. | found that it shoots about 4% 
faster. The test was run with hand loads 
that were put together at the same time. 
| then polished the barreled action and 
had it dipped. The result was an excellent 
deep blue job. 

My entry into benchrest shooting was 
via a trade. | picked up a 6PPC sporter 
built on a 40X action with a 19.5” Scherer 
barrel. It was stocked by Dave Tooley, 
chambered by C. Joines, and smithed by 
Tom McMillan. 

At the time | got the gun, it had been 
shot a few hundred times. | then shot in 
several of the 1981 S.E. Region matches, 
usually placing in the middle of the pack. 

At the second Knoxville shoot in 1981, 
| had the barrel treated between the days 
of shooting. The gun began finishing in 
the top third or fourth of the field. 

As the 1982 season got started, | 
began finishing with trophies. The 
smallest group came down to .125. 
Before it was treated, the smallest group 
had been .198. And | picked up two 
top-ten patches in the 1982 S.E. Regional 
match for LV and Sporter. This was done 
nearly 5,000 rounds after the treatment. 

The 10.5# gun has been fired in all 
classes, including Unlimited. It appeared 
to be a definite advantage, but more data 
was needed. 

My plan was now to treat another 
barrel after chronographing speeds. 
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By Ed Pennebaker 


Also, | wanted another caliber than the 
6PPC. 

Ed Watson had a .308 Unlimited gun for 
sale as a result of having a new gun built. 
The gun for sale was built by Shilen 
several years ago. It was in a laminated 
stock, built on a Remington action, and 
had a 27-2” barrel. 

| chronographed loads using H4895 
powder, 154 gn Watson bullets, Rem- 
ington 9-¥2 primers, and Federal brass. 
The chronograph was Custom Mfg. using 
paper screens set 3-% feet from the 
muzzle. The powder was thrown with a 
Belding and Mull measure the same micro 
tube for all strings. The tube was set and 


never moved. We used 46.2 gn of 
powder. 

The untreated barrel was test fired on 
3-21-82 in 65° weather. The results are 
below:

Dear Mr. Walker, 

I'm forwarding this letter of inquiry 
regarding the technique you use in 
properly fitting and chambering rifle 
barrels using the ‘‘cone breech’’ design 
with the conical shaped bolt nose (a 25° 
angle to the bolt body configuration). 

I'm also questioning how minimum 
headspace is achieved while maintaining 
a minimum breech-bolt nose clearance. 

| haven’t had an opportunity to read 
your article, ‘‘Chambering.’’ Perhaps you 
could refer me to the publication source 
and Number so that | might purchase 
same. 

I've enjoyed your ‘‘Technical Column’”’ 
in Precision Shooting very much and find 
it very informative. 


You have put me on the spot as | did 
not cover fitting of barrels with a cone 
breech. Actually | have not done this 


since my first bench rifle. It was put up on 
a M30 Rem. action. The M700 and 40X 
were my babies so preference naturally 
turns to this type of action. It is a much 
safer action in case of inadvertant mis- 
handling such as the wrong powder, etc. 
However, if you put a hook type extractor 
in the action | take it all back, the ex- 
tractor becomes a lethal projectile in case 
one has a blow. Not many bench shooters 
make loading mistakes which cause blow 
ups, but | know a couple who did. 

Chambering and fitting the cone breech 
type is no different than the others only 
slightly more difficult. | prefer to work 
every thing from the bolt face. 

To establish the bolt face figure, 
measure from the front end of the re- 
ceiver down to the bolt face with a depth 
gauge. Make sure the bolt is bearing 
properly on the seat in the receiver. 
Allowing for about .002” of draw, you can 
use this figure from the barrel shoulder to 
the head space gauge for the final 
chamber. 

To establish the minimum clearance on 
the cone breech is more difficult. | would 
do the chambering first and cut the barrel 
cone later using the end of the head 
space gauge as reference. 

The bolts for this type rifle generally 
have the cone angle starting ahead of the 
bolt face. The amount this protrusion 
sets ahead of the bolt face can be used 
as the base figure for measurement down 
from heading plug to barrel cone. From 
there on it would be cut and try. You can 
do this a lot more scientifically by 
measuring to a point on the angle using 
a cylinder, etc. but the end result would 
be the same, and take some what longer 
to set up and measure.

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ANOTHER IDEA ON SCOPE MOUNTING Continued 


Sinclair has carried Dr. Minder’s ex- 
periment one step further, moving the 
telescope’s optical center to the left as 
well as further above the bore of the rifle. 
The resulting mount, although ungainly in 
appearance, would seem to be a step in 


the right direction. The mounting system 
allows the shooter to sit very erectly 
behind the rifle with only minimal facial 
contact on the stock. Shooters who have

To date the mounting system, which 
utilizes Williams bases and rings, has 
only been used on an unsleeved Re- 
mington 40X action.

CHAPTER Il 


OVERLOOKED ASPECTS 
OF THE CARTRIDGE CASE 


More from Creighton Audette 


The response of shooters and hand- 
loaders to the articles in the ‘‘Rifleman”’ 
and in ‘‘Precision Shooting”’ on the ef- 
fects of errors in cartridge cases on 
accuracy have been most gratifying. | 
have received numerous letters and 
phone calls, in addition to those to the 
magazines. Many, serious handloaders 
have remarked that they have had car- 
tridge cases, sometimes a substantial 
number of them, from which they could 
not obtain good accuracy, although the 
rifle delivered good accuracy with other 
cases. They have stated that they now 
knew why. 


At the same time, the statements and 
questions often indicated a lack of un- 
derstanding of the fundamentals of 
cartridge case-rifle interaction. One of the 
most frequently asked questions is ‘‘Will 
machining the case heads square elim- 
inate the effects of poor wall 
concentricity?’’ The answer is, ‘‘No!’’ 
This was among the first things | tried in 
several months of experimenting, even 
though a basic understanding of the 
elasticity of metals lead me to believe that 
it would not be successful. 


If the bolt and receiver, as well as the 
cartridge case, are thought of as being 
made of rubber, it becomes much easier 
to visualize what happens. Think of the 
bolt and receiver as being made of rubber 
of nearly twice the stiffness of the car- 
tridge case. The case might be of about 
the stiffness of an art gum eraser and the 
bolt and receiver about that of the usual 
eraser. Then, try to conceive of just how 
they would stretch, bend and compress, 
under the force of the gas pressure, as 
the shot is fired. 

In this visualization, it is necessary to 
keep several things in mind. 

The resultant shape and the amount of 
elasticide formation is dependent on the 
materials, the amount of force, where the 
force is applied, and the dimensions and 
shape of the material resisting that force. 
Although the gas pressure inside the 
case is uniform, per unit of area, the 
resultant back thrust on the bolt and from 
the bolt to the receiver may not (and most 
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likely, will not!) be on the centerline of the 
case head. The resistance of the bolt and 
receiver to the back thrust will not, on 
almost all actions, be the centerline of the 
receiver, due to the effects of loading port 
cutouts, magazine cutouts, lack of uni- 
form contact of bolt lugs with receiver 
shoulders, etc. This is why benchrest 
shooters have gradually adopted cylin- 
drical receivers, with a minimum of 
cutouts and why falling block, single shot 
rifles are not noted for high accuracy. 

Also, note that the barrel, action and 
stock form a vibration system and that 
whip and vibration in the system start 
with the trigger release and firing pin fall, 
then are grossly increased by the rise in 
gas pressure, bullet forcement, bullet 
travel down the barrel and the resulting 
recoil force. 

To analyze what happens, the gas 
pressure thrusting backward on the in- 
side of the case head must be translated 
into the application of a mechanical force 
at a single point on the bolt face. If the 
body of the case has a non-concentric 
wall, it is evident that the wall will stretch 
more on that side, the head will move out 
of square, and that the point location of 
the back thrust on the bolt face will not 
be on the centerline of the case. The 
off-axis recoil force will, therefore, exist, 


regardless of whether the case head is 
square and is (theoretically) in full contact 
with a square bolt face or not. If the 
location of this off-axis, recoil force is 
constant and in the same amount, shot 
to shot, the effect on barrel whip and 
vibration will be the same and accuracy 
should be good, assuming good bullets, 
etc. 

If the thin side of the case wall is in a 
different position, radially, from shot to 
shot, the axis of recoil force varies from 
shot to shot, in its radial location, with 
consequent variations in whip and 
vibration. In addition, the variations in 
resistance of the bolt and receiver, due to 
lack of symmetry around the axis of the 
barrel and receiver, will add to the whip 
and vibration variations, increasing dis- 
persion. 

Textbooks on ‘‘strength of materials’, 
which deal with these problems in terms 
of amount of distortion, safety of design 
and fatigue life, state that the effects of 
suddenly applied forces are to be taken 
as twice those of forces gradually ap- 
plied. When tests show that the barrel 
starts to move with the trigger release 
and firing pin fall, propelled by a spring of 
18 to 30 pounds force, acting in a time of 
3 to 5 thousandths of a second, it should 
be obvious that 50,000 pounds of gas 
pressure, developed in about one tenth 
this time, must cause a great deal more 
barrel movement. While it may seem 
unlikely, with powder charges producing 
50,000 psi in a few ten-thousandths of a 
second, there is a difference in the rate 
of force application of the case head to 
the bolt face, shot to shot, depending on 
the amounts of contact or clearance 
between the two, because of the energy 
developed through momentum, with 
varying clearances. Even on a neck sized 
case, previously fired in that chamber, the

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force of the primer sets the case shoulder 
back, leaving a space of perhaps .001” to 
.006” between the head of the case and 
the bolt face at the time of powder 
ignition, depending on primer force, case 
geometry, condition of chamber, etc. 
Thus, there is always some impact force 
when the gas pressure exceeds the yield 
point of the brass and the case suddenly 
stretches to impact the bolt face. If the 
case head is out of square, or the bolt 
face is out of square, so that there is a 
gap at one side, the velocity of the case 
head on that side at the time of bolt 
contact is higher, the effects on barrel 
whip and vibration will be greater and the 
direction of whip influenced by the lo- 
cation of the impact. It is doubtful if 
variations on the hardness of the brass, 
within an individual case, have any ap- 
preciable effect. 

When you have ruminated on the above 
to the point where you understand and 
accept it, ruminate a bit on the following. 
Exactly the same thing happens, with a 
cartridge case not having any effective 
headspace at the instant of powder 
ignition, as a result of the elasticity of the 
metals of the case, bolt and receiver, 
although it probably happens to a lesser 
degree. This situation could exist, using 
a rimmed case, with the rim thickness 
equalling the headspace. It has hap- 
pened, in tests | have made. 

The perfect case would have a wall 
concentric all the way from the mouth of 
the neck to the solid head, as well as 
being homogenous, and radially uniform 
in grain structure and in hardness. The 
head of the case would be perfectly 
square with the case axis and the solid 
head section would be of uniform 
thickness, as well as having the primer 
pocket exactly centered. 

The perfect action would provide

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symmetrical support to a bolt with locking 
lugs having perfect contact and covering 
360 degrees. The bolt face would be 
perfectly square with the axis of bolt, 
receiver and barrel. The surface trans- 
ferring recoil from the action to the stock 
would be symmetrical and arranged so 
the point of force application is on the 
centerline of the barrel. Moreover, the 
center of mass of the complete rifle must 
lie on the centerline of the barrel-receiver 
axis. Tests have shown that doing 
nothing except cutting off a bolt handle 
(and arranging for a screw-in handle, 
inserted for extracting and loading, and 
removed for firing) will change the 
vibration characteristics to alter the point 
of bullet impact. Since we will never reach 
perfection, it is necessary to make the 
best use of what is reasonable, practical 
and economical. (We will leave the per- 
fection of the shooter out of this!) 

As an example, when Palma team 
shooters compete in the individual 
matches in other, English speaking 
countries, they are required by the rules 
to use the selected lots of 7.62 NATO, 
military, ball ammunition issued to all 
competitors on the firing line. There is no 
opportunity to check case wall thickness, 
head squareness, etc. | have purchased 
from England a Swing action, which has 
four bolt lugs, symmetrically spaced at 
the head of the bolt, and built a rifle which 
reduces, as far as possible, the effects of 
case errors. From tests of fired cases, | 
know just how bad some of those cases 
are, and, from reloading them and 
shooting them in a conventional, two lug 
action, with worst orientation, | know that 
some of my wide shots were not due to 
wind! 

In cartridge cases, the most important, 
nay, absolutely overriding requirement, is 
a uniform body wall. This applies to the

handloader, using the same cases over 
and over. A case with a uniform body wall 
and an out of square head will increase 
dispersion, the amount depending upon 
orientation in the chamber. New cases, 
with out of square heads, tend to square 
up in a couple of firings of full loads in a 
proper rifle, or they could be faced 
square. Other errors can be eliminated, 
as by neck turning. Without some means 
of inspecting case body walls, the 
shooter has no way of knowing if the wall 
concentricity is good or bad, or where the 
error is located. He is simply ‘‘playing 
cartridge case roulette’ as to the 
magnitude of the error and its location 
when the round is chambered. The 
resulting errors in bullet impact may give 
false and erroneous results to otherwise 
carefully controlled tests, involving other 
aspects of accuracy. In addition, the case 
wall inspection gage will pay for itself in 
terms of the savings in time, components 
and in barrel life, from the usual method 
of attempting to select cases by firing. 
Depending on orientation in the chamber, 
a case might be fired several times, with 
random orientation, before it would show 
evidence of poor wall concentricity by an 
off shot. 

Experiments with cartridge cases have 
made me fully realize the importance of 
proper mating of locking lugs and 
shoulders, square bolt faces, and threads 
and shoulders of barrel and receiver 
square to the axis of receiver and barrel. 
These things are not easy to detect. 
When rebarreling a rifle, the bolt lugs and 
the receiver shoulders may seem to show 
a good bearing, but this bearing may 
actually be occuring only under the elastic 
distortion of powder gas pressure. After 
developing test methods, | have been 
astonished to find many rifles with poor 
lug bearings, which, from casual obser- 
vation, seem all right. 

There are cartridges, loads, chambers 
and conditions where the case head does 
not come back to impact the bolt face. 
This does not usually apply to rifles used 
for bench rest or .30 caliber, competitive 
shooting, but it happens with some light 
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loads with jacketed bullets, most cast 
bullet loads, and such rifles as the usual, 
factory, .30-30. In these rifles, the 
roughness of the chamber walls, the 
strength of the case, the relatively low 
pressures and the absence of grease or 
oil in the chamber result in not stretching 
the case walls beyond the yield point, the 
primer backs out, contacts the bolt face 
and will, upon inspection, be seen to be 
standing above the head of the case by 
an amount approximately equal to the 
effective headspace for that round. 
Under these circumstances, the above 
analysis does not apply. 

It is a great deal easier to find large 
errors than small errors. The important 
factor in the discovery of the effects of 
cartridge case errors was that | happened 
to be using what turned out to be an 
exceptionally poor lot of Lake City, match 
brass, once fired in M-14 rifles, which | 
was full length resizing in a small base 
die. Later inspection showed that less 
than 10% of the cases had acceptable 
walls (.002” and under) and that many of 
them were out of concentricity by 
amounts of .008” to .012”. Full length 
sized in the small base die, heads were 
out of square by amounts up to .006” and 
.007”. Since the error in bullet impact is 
directly proportional to the error in case 
wall concentricity, error in head 
squareness, or the combination of the 
two, the magnitude of errors resulted in 
bullet impact errors of nearly one minute, 
with the case in the worst chamber 
orientation. This enlarged groups by 
almost two minutes of angle from what | 
expected the rifle to do with these loads 
and components. A later test of one lot 
of commercial cases showed 94% of 
them to have walls uniform within .002”, 
or less. | never would have found the 
phenomenon with this lot of cases! 

| have made the statement, verbally 
and in print, that | have not found any 
reference, in an extensive study of fire- 
arms and ballistics literature, as to the 
effects of cartridge case errors in body 
wall thickness or head squareness on 
accuracy, nor have | found anyone in the 
firearms industry who was aware of it. 
That statement still stands, with one 
exception. Probably the most exhaustive 
work on ballistics is that of the ‘‘Lehrbuch 
der Ballistics’’ (Textbook of Ballistics) 
authored by Cranz and published in Berlin 
in 1926. Unfortunately, | don’t read 
German. To my joy, | found that the U.S. 
Navy had translated it during WW II and 
obtained the loan of a copy. There is one 
statement of special significance. “‘It is 
possible that there can be an internal, 
off-axis, recoil force.’’ This is in the 
section on barrel vibration. 
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In closing, may | suggest that all 
shooters do a bit of reading of probability 
of fire? It has been covered in ‘‘Rifleman’”’ 
articles, there is a chapter on it in the 
1929 “British Textbook of Small Arms”’ 
and every ordinance handbook has a 
chapter on it. Probability of fire esta- 
blishes, on a mathematical basis, what 
accuracy performance one may expect 
from a gun. Unfortunately, the great 
majority of shooters and handloaders 
have little idea of just what one may 
expect from a rifle-ammunition combi- 
nation. Some benchrester with a back- 
ground in mathematics should do an 
article for ‘‘Precision Shooting’, on 
probability, intelligible to the average 
person with limited mathematical 
knowledge. 

The following will give some idea of 
what one may relistically expect from a 
rifle-ammunition combination. If one fires 
a large number of shots at a target, under 
conditions unaffected by weather, and 
under controlled conditions of firing, then 
inscribes a circle around the center of 
impact of a size to just include the centers 
of the inner 50% of all shots fired, the 
diameter of that circle is the ‘‘circular 
probable error’’. If we take the value of 
that diameter as 1, the size of the circle 
to enclose 99% of the shots fired is likely 
to be something between 2.2 and 3.4, 
depending on the rifle and ammunition. If 
we had fired this large number of shots 
in five shot groups, the smallest groups 
would be about .5, 10% of all groups 
would be about .7 and under, and 10% 
would be 1.5 and larger. The plot of the 
distribution of all groups on graph paper 
would result in a typical, bell shaped 
distribution curve. Bullet impact is 
completely random, shot to shot. Group 
sizes are completely random, group to 
group, within the probable limits. Groups 
are random in shape and, though they 
tend to be more or less round, may be 
vertical, horizontal, or diagonal. The 
benchrester, shooting for groups, is 
simply gambling on the two widest shots 
of the number fired for group, out of the 
probable error for that many shots. Of 
course his skill enters in, not only in the 
shooting, but in the preparation of am- 
munition, but beyond that, even 
assuming perfection in his performance, 
the expected results can vary by a factor 
of more than 4! 

In tests such as that to establish the 
effects of case wall and head squareness 
error, it is absolutely necessary to fire 
enough groups, under controlled condi- 
tions, to establish that the results show 
a genuine difference, not simply the ir- 
regularities which must be expected, 
group to group.

GERACI WINS CRAWFISH INVITATIONAL 


Besides the crawfish broil on Saturday 
evening, the Crawfish Invitational is a fine 
match. It gives shooters an opportunity 
to get going after a long and sometimes 
hard winter. It has become almost a 
tradition with many that the Crawfish is 
the opening match of the season. 

This year it served another purpose. It 
gave a preview of the 1982 NBRSA 
Sporter/Varmint National Champion- 
ships. Although all the top shooters in the 
country didn’t make it, two of the con- 
tenders for the crown did and waged a 
head-to-head battle. 

Don Geraci came out on top, winning 
the Two-Gun Title on the basis of taking 
both the Light Varmint and Heavy Var- 
mint matches. Geraci, Metairie, LA, had 
a .2588 Two-Gun Grand. Close behind 
was Jef Fowler, Midland, TX, who had a 
.2735. 

Fowler, who won the Sporter/Varmint 
title last year in Austin, TX, for the second 
straight year was closely pursued by 
Geraci last July who was runner-up in the 
Three-Gun just .0019 back. Geraci 
promises an even stronger surge this 
year at the Nationals. 

For what it is worth, Fowler edged out 
Geraci last year for the Crawfish 
Invitational’s Two-Gun crown. 

For the rest of the 66 shooters in the 
two-day match it was a chance to get 
together again with old friends, hone up 
some shooting skills and have a good 
time — and maybe win too. There were 
representatives from all states plus 
Canada for this year’s matches at La- 
fayette, Louisiana. As usual too, the 
members of the Hub City Rifle and Pistol 
Club knocked themselves out to see that 
everyone had a good time. 

In the Light Varmint it was Geraci 
winning the 100-yard competition, firing 
a fine .2354. Louis Langlinais, Lafayette, 
LA, was second, followed by Russell 
Waterman, Dale Hutcherson and Ed 
Brown. Fowler was in 22nd place. It was 
an almost turnaround at 200. Virgil King, 
Houston, TX, was the winner with a 
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.2551, followed closely by Fowler with a 
.2559. Wayne Zito was third; Rodney 
Hutcherson, fourth, and Turk Takano, 
fifth. Geraci wound up in 16th place. 
However he had enough to win the Light 
Varmint Grand with a .2700. Fowler was 
seventh with .2979. Second place in the 
Grand went to Langlinais. Takano was 
third, King, fourth and Rodney Hut- 
cherson. 

Geraci fired a 22PPC McMillan barrel 
with a sleeved Remington 700 action and 
Leupold 36X scope. He loaded 28.5 
grains of H-4198 with Berger 52-grain 
bullets. Incidently, three of the other top 
10 finishers in the Light Varmint used 
22PPC’s and another used a plain-old 
and simple .222. 

In the Heavy Varmint, which was also 
for the Gulf Coast Regional Champion- 
ship, it was the same story for Geraci and 
Fowler — Geraci did well at 100 yards but 
fell back at 200. Fowler, on the other hand 
lagged behind the field at 100 and then 
surged in the 200. 

Geraci won the 100-yard competition, 
finishing with an excellent .1996 on 
groups of .180, .165, .190, .214 and .249.

Second place went to Bob Fisher with a 
.2158. Jack Yeats was third, followed by 
Paul Hart and Ray Brunet. Fowler was 
8th with .2476. At 200 Fowler was the 
leader, shooting a .2505. Carroll Green 
was second with .2592. Mike Schetz was 
third, followed by Bill Minne and Robert 
Moseley. Geraci was 7th. 

Geraci won the Grand with a .2475, just 
.0010 in front of Fowler. Fisher was third, 
Dale Hutcherson fourth and Jack Yeats 
fifth.

The results did not have the increase 
in velocity that | had expected; however, 
the variation improvement was much 
better than | anticipated. 

The increase in speed was an average 
44.5 ft/sec or 1.51%. The difference in 
variation was 33 ft/sec, which was a gain 
in uniformity of 55.39%. 

The added data seems to support the 
idea that Pyro-Dux treatment does help 
to improve accuracy. The fact that the 
gun is still shooting well after 5,000 
rounds would lead one to think that barrel 
life will be improved. 

The data is an extremely small sample; 
however, | believe it warrants additional 
work.
